REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT

Dear Beaufort County School District Family,

We are pleased to share with you the strong, steady
student achievement gains that characterize Beaufort
County Schools. Despite the district being in “corrective
action,” the State Report Card tells a story of ever-
increasing improvement. The district’s rating was below
average in 2006, average in 2007, and good in 2008.
Beaufort County schools are making steady improvement
even as State criteria become more stringent. Seven
schools increased more than one rating level in Growth
Rating, and three schools earned a Growth Rating of
Excellent.

To further underscore our schools’ steady progress,
twelve Beaufort County schools were named Palmetto
Gold and Silver Award recipients, an increase over eight
awards in 2007-08. Three of Beaufort County’s high
schools were Palmetto Gold recipients, and the fourth
received a Palmetto Silver. Moreover, Beaufort middle
schools reported a fifty percent increase in the number of
academically gifted and talented Junior Scholars over the
previous year. In 2007-08, 88 Junior Scholars were named,
and in 2008-09, 132 Junior Scholars.

Individual school achievements include:

- Battery Creek High School received certification as a
“Project Lead the Way” school. Project Lead the Way is an
innovative program designed to address the critical
shortage of engineers and engineering technologists.

- Beaufort Middle School, chosen by the John F.
Kennedy Center for the Performing Arts to participate in its
On Location: Spotlight on Your Community Program,
introduced a program that helps students tell the story of
the arts in their community

- H.E. McCracken Middle School was recognized by
the SC Association for Educational Technology (SCAET)
for its innovative technology program, Web Media
Productions.

- Hilton Head Island Middle School students placed third
in the Fall 2008 Model UN Conference out of seventeen
schools at the conference.

- Bluffton Elementary School and Mossy Oaks
Elementary School students achieved the highest honors
in the national language arts competition, WordMasters
Challenge. Competing against over 230,000 students
nationwide, several Beaufort County students achieved
perfect scores and ranked in the top 100 for their grade
level.

Two administrations received statewide recognition. Ms.
Carole Ingram of Beaufort Middle School was named
South Carolina's middle level principal of the year. Ms.
Jennifer Morillo of Lady's Island Middle, was named South
Carolina's middle level assistant principal of the year.

We appreciate Beaufort County citizens' steadfast
support for increased student achievement and success.
On behalf of the young people we serve, we thank you.
Working together, we can achieve our goal of building a
community in which Learning Leads the Way.
